EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1, 2, and 7 

Claim 3. A laboratory animal breeding device according to claim 8, wherein: 
the breeding rack comprises an air exhaust box attached to a rear surface of the 
rack body; 

the air exhaust box has an air exhaust chamber formed therein, the air exhaust 
box has an exhaust opening communicating with the cage receiving portion; and 
the contaminated air in the breeding cage exhausted from the air exhaust 
opening of the breeding cage to the cage receiving portion is exhausted from the 
exhaust opening into the air exhaust chamber. 

Claim 4. A laboratory animal breeding device according to claim 8, wherein the 
air supply device is removably attached to the cover of the breeding cages. 
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Claim 5. A laboratory animal breeding device according to claim 8, wherein the 
air supply device is removably attached to the shelf board of the breeding rack. 

Claim 6. A laboratory animal breeding device according to claim 8 further 
comprising a state monitoring device for displaying a state of operation of the fan filter 
unit for supplying air to the breeding cage. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a laboratory animal cage with an air supply device comprising a fan and 
a filter attached to the cover of the cage and an air exhaust device attached to the cage 
comprising a second filter, and in combination with a breeding rack, wherein the cage 
comprises a terminal for supplying electric power to the fan filter unit, and by placing the 
cage in the rack the terminal of the cage is connected to the electric power supply 
terminal of the rack.
